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On July 11, 2018, United Parcel Service, Inc. (UPS) filed a motion for access to 

non-public library references USPS-RM2018-5/NP3 and USPS-RM2018-5/NP4.1  UPS 

states that access to the non-public library references will allow outside counsel and 

consultants to assist UPS in making informed comments.  Motion at 1.  UPS states that 

the Postal Service does not object to the motion.  Id.  The Motion includes a statement 

of protective conditions and executed certificates for 13 individuals, in accordance with 

Commission rules regarding motions for access to non-public materials.  Id. Exhibit 1.
